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THE  OLD  MEETING  HOUSE 

The  Old  Meeting  House  in  Danville  was  built  in  1759- 
1760,  and  conveyed  to  the  Parish  by  the  twenty-eight  citizens 
who  had  constructed  it,  on  June  16,  1760,  free  of  charge.  It  was 
built  to  be  used  for  religious  and  political  purposes,  the  first  Town 
Meeting  being  held  there  March  10,  1760. 

The  Pulpit,  the  exterior  and  gallery  are  the  original.  In 
the  early  1860 's,  the  Pews  on  the  main  floor  were  removed  so 
that  dances  could  be  held.  The  pews  on  the  main  floor  were  re- 
stored in  1936  by  Mr.  Lester  A.  Colby  as  a  Memorial  to  his 
Mother.  The  original  pews  were  stored  in  the  building,  and  from 
these  the  restorations  were  made.  Mr.  Arthur  Tuck  of  Danville 
did  the  work  and  used  much  of  the  original  material. 
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COLBY  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

On  Sunday,  February  18,  1973,  at  the  fonnal  dedication 
of  the  Colby  Memorial  Library,  a  portrait  of  Lester  A.  Colby  was 
unveiled.  It  is  only  fitting  that  the  following  biographical  sketch 
be  included  in  the  Danville  Town  Report  of  1972. 

A  life-long  Danville  resident,  Lester  A.  Colby  was  born 
in  Danville  on  October  2,  1860  and  died  July  10,  1947.  He  at- 
tended the  local  public  schools  and  graduated  from  the  New 
Hampton  Literary  Institution, 

Due  to  the  untimely  deaths  of  his  father  and  older  broth- 
er, the  family  lumber  business  and  farm  immediately  became  his 
responsibility.  Until  1900,  he  and  his  mother  ran  the  business;  at 
that  time  Lester  and  his  brother  Herbert  formed  the  Colby  Brothers 
partnership.  Their  lumbering  operation  received  many  commend- 
ations from  the  State  for  unique  forest  practices,  including  the  use 
of  goats  for  woodland  clearing  and  his  belief  in  reforestration. 

Lester  A.  Colby  held  many  town  offices,  including  Trea- 
surer, School  Treasurer  and  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds.  His  financial 
insight  will  always  benefit  the  Town  of  DanvUle,  as  evidenced  by 
the  different  Trust  Funds  he  established.  The  Library  Fund  was 
originated  in  1942;  in  1946,  he  added  additional  funds  to  the 
Trust.  The  specifications  he  stipulated  for  the  Library  guided  the 
Building  Committee  in  its  construction. 

Even  though  he  lost  his  sight  at  the  age  of  seventy,  his 
last  years  continued  to  be  productive  ones.  It  was  then  he  taught 
himself  to  type,  enabling  him  to  continue  to  assist  in  the  business 
and  to  be  able  to  keep  in  touch  with  old  friends.  His  daUy  routine 
of  sawing  and  piling  the  many  cords  of  fire  wood  for  the  home- 
stead is  legend  to  those  who  remember  his  last  years. 

Lester  A.  Colby's  integrity,  generosity,  and  foresight 
will  never  be  forgotten  by  the  Town  that  meant  so  much  to  him 
during  his  lifetime.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Merle  D. 
Kimball  at  10:04  A.M.  in  the  Town  Hall.  He  read  the  Warrant 
and  a  motion  was  carried  to  postpone  consideration  of  Articles  2- 
5  and  7-12  until  the  Business  Meeting  on  March  10,  8:00  P.M.  at 
the  Danville  Elementary  School.  The  polls  were  then  declared 
open  for  voting  on  Articles  1  and  6. 

Article  1.  Voted  to  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers 
for  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same;  it  was  voted  to  accept  the  budget  as 
written,  exclusive  of  the  proposed  appropriation  for  a  new  fire 
truck. 

Article  3.  Voted  to  spend  the  interest  of  the  Parsonage 
Fund  for  preaching  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  hire 
money  for  use  of  the  Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  Tax 
Title  property. 

Article  6.  Voted  in  the  affirmative  on  whether  the 
amendment  of  the  Constitution  proposed  by  the  1971  Session  of 
the  General  Court  shall  be  approved. 

Article  7.    Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint 
a   Committee  of  five  members  to  study  salary  structure  for  all 
Town  Officers,   elected  and  appointed;  the  recomntendations  of 
said  Committee  to  be  brought  back  to  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Article  8.  Voted  to  establish  a  Conservation  Commis- 
sion under  the  provisions  of  R.  S.  A.  36:  A,  and  voted  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  appoint  three  members  to  said  Commission. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate,  by  issuance 
of  serial  notes  or  bonds,  the  sum  of  $19,000.00  for  the  purchase 
of  one  new  fire  truck.  Class  A  Pumper,  to  be  paid  for  over  a 
three-year  period,  starting  this  year  (1972). 

Article  10.  This  article  was  passed  over,  due  to  the 
vote  on  Article  9. 

Article  11.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  to  begin  Phase  1  of  "The  Town  of  Danville  Out-Door 
Recreation  Ptogram. " 


Article  12.  Voted  to  set  new  fees  for  the  Town  of  Dan- 
ville's cemeteries:  $25.00  per  grave  for  residents  and  $50.00  per 
grave  for  non-residents. 

The  polls  closed  at  8:00  P.  M. ,  March  7,  with  the  re- 
sults announced  by  the  Moderator  at  10:20  P.M.  On  March  10, 
the  Business  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:04  P.M.  and  ad- 
journed at  10:01  P.M.

Following  the  suggestion  of  the  N.  H.  State  Banking  De- 
partment, the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  sold  the  New  England 
Tel.  and  Tel.  Co,  bond  and  the  Eastern  Utilities  Assoc,  stock, 
incurring  a  loss  of  $212.  79.  The  capital  was  reinvested  in  a  So. 
Bell  Tel.  and  Tel.  7-3/87^  bond  and  stock  of  Shawmut  Associates, 
a  Massachusetts  bank  holding  company. 

The  approximate  yield  on  investments  for  iy72  was 
5.87c,  based  on  a  Dec.  1,  1971  book  value  and  accumulated  div- 
idends of  $35,514.95  and  income  of  $2,053.63.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

1972  was  a  busy  but  rewarding  year  for  this  department. 
Some  citizens  never  think  of  the  police  until  they  need  them. 
The  police  officer  is  a  vital  part  of  our  society.  It  is  sad  they 
realize  this  sometimes  only  when  tragedy  strikes.  Other  citizens 
are  well  aware  of  the  problems  and  concern  of  the  police  and  are 
most  willing  to  assist  in  any  way.  We,  here  in  Danville,  are 
fortunate  indeed  to  have  this  type  of  citizen  and  this  department 
was  pleased  to  see,  in  July,  a  group  of  such  citizens  join  together 
in  forming  a  group  now  called  L.  E.  A.  D.  (Law  Enforcement  Assoc- 
iation of  Danville).  Officer  Frank  Waters  piloted  this  program 
and  thanks  go  to  him  as  well  as  to  others  who  assisted  in  this. 

Regular  monthly  police  meetings  were  held,  with  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  achieve  more  fully  the 
cooperation  and  communication  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  our 
town. 

In  August,  we  received  a  4-Channel  portable  radio  unit 
which  has  been  a  worthwhile  addition  in  communication  for  offi- 
cers having  no  vehicle  radio  and  times  when  an  officer  has  to  be 
away  from  his  vehicle. 

The  first  of  October,  Robert  D.  Wilson  was  accepted  on 
the  department.  On  October  27th,  Officer  Wilson  and  Officer 
Eleanor  Goldthwaite  received  graduation  certificates  for  having 
completed  the  sixth  session  of  the  Rockingham  County  Police 
Training  Academy  and  on  November  16th,  attended  a  one  day  in- 
service  training  seminar  on  Juvenile  Problems,  sponsored  by  The 
N.   H.   Police  Standards  and  Training  Council. 

Officers  of  this  department  donate  their  time  for  Sunday 
School  crossing  duty,  traffic  control  at  fires,  and  duty  at  youth 
dances,  among  other  things,  and  all  officers  use  their  personal 
vehicles  at  their  own  expense.  These  are  donations  of  dedicated 
officers  and  we  are  fortunate  indeed  to  have  this  type  of  officer  on 
our  department. 

In  addition  to  mail  handled  and  calls  made  in  person, 
over  550  telephone  calls  were  received  and  a  partial  breakdown 
of  these  police  calls  follows;

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

In  Nevv  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  cooperative 
State-town  program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  appointed 
by  the  Director,  Division  of  Resources  Development  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Selectmen  and  the  State's  District  Forest  Fire 
Chief,  is  responsible  for  fire  suppression  and  other  related  duties. 
The  State  shares  equally  with  the  town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest 
fires,  except  illegal  and  careless  fires,  which  are  jcharged  to  the 
responsible  party.  The  State  further  provides  fire  detection  serv- 
ices, prevention  programs,  fire  training  for  town  wardens  and 
crews,  and  back  up  equipment  for  fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden 
controls  all  outside  burning  in  his  town  except  backyard  cooking 
fires.  Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  obtain  a  fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from 
the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires 
between  9:00  A.  M.  and  5:00  P.  M.  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for 
commercial  purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be 
an  extremely  useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once  allowed  to 
run  wild  it  can  become  a  disastrous  and  devastating  force.  Only 
you  can  prevent  a  forest  fire.

The  N.  H.  Public  Service  Commission  met  with  us  at 
the  Town  Hall  on  May  22,  1972  to  discuss  the  location  of  their 
power  lines  coming  from  the  proposed  nuclear  plant  to  be  buUt  in 
Seabrook,  N.  H.
